It Is al­ 
most impossible to defeat the program 
of the president that he has marked 
out. especially as the Democratic ma­ 
jorities in both houses are still willing 
to do ins bidding. 
A t the beginning of his adm inistra­ 
tion the general policy of the president 
was to carry out the Democratic plat­ 
form. 
H e was successful w ith the 
tariff and the currency legislation, and 
in time he w ill be successful w ith the 
Panam a 
canal 
and 
trust 
bills. 
Of 
course it takes time to get through this 
legislation, 
because 
congress 
moves 
slowly, but barring the desire of con­ 
gressmen to get aw ay and go home 
then* is no reason to believe tbut any 
conspiracy exists against the adminis­ 
tration. 


Critics Have Been Numerous. 


It Is true that there has been a grea* 
deal of criticism of the administration, 
but it relates mainly to repeal of the 
canal tolls and the Mexican policy. 
Canal tolls was not a part of the I>em 
ocratic 
platform, 
and 
the 
Mexican 
policy has scarcely fulfilled the ideas 
expressed by many leading Democrats 
before the administration came into 
power. 
The conspiracy talk that has been 
floating around Washington has been 
to the effect that some one has been 
trying to boost Roosevelt and keep him 
before the people with a view’ to mak­ 
ing Mr. Wilson apparently unpopular.

Telling of the letter in regard to the 
Grand 
Trunk

United States district attorney at New 
York, written by Mr. Mellen in the 
presence of E. D. Bobbins, counsel for 
the New Haven, and himself, Mr. laid- 
yard said: 
“ That letter was not tho letter of a 
man accepting responsibility. 
It wan 
the letter of a man claiming inno­ 
cence.” 


Ledyard Voluntary Witness. 


Mr. Ledyard took the stand as a 
voluntary witness in the commission's 
investigation into the New 
Haven’s 
financial affairs and was not sworn. 
Mr. Ledyard spoke of his connection 
with the acquisition by the New Ha­ 
ven of the Boston and Maine. 
" I discussed the matter,” said he, 
“ with Richard Olney of Boston, for­ 
merly attorney general and secretary 
cf state, who was interested largely 
in the Boston and Maine, personally 
and as 
trustee. 
W e 
both 
were of 
opinion that it was a wise thing for 
the New Haven to acquire the Boston 
and Maine.”

M r Ledyard said it was the fall of 
■ 1908 when he first took an active part 
in New Haven affairs. 
“ I had a long talk with Mr. Mellen 
and told him I thought he had all the 
properties he could manage and (hat 
I was opposed to the acquisition of 
any more. 
I think the records will 
show that soon afterwards the policy 
of expansion was discontinued.” 
Taking up Billard company matters 
Mr. Ledyard said:

“ W hile I was in Europe in 1908 the 
Boston and Maine stock was sold to 
Mr. 
Billard and after my return 
I 
asked Mr. Mellen if the sale was out­ 
right or a ’dummy’ transaction. 
He 
told me the sale was made outright.” 
“ The following spring I was taken 
ill and again went to Europe.

the 
Massachusetts

I then inquired why this was not men­ 
tioned in the reply to the Massachu­ 
setts legislature.

“ Where mineral interests in real 
estate are owned separately from the 
interests in the surface, such mineral 
interests are land, taxable as such, 
and should be taxed separately from 
the surface interests. 
“A tax certificate based upon tax 
proceedings in which the property .a 
described by its government descrip­ 
tion, wthout m entlonng a mineral 
interest owned separately from the 
surface, docs not cover such mineral 
intoiest.”
